THE WEEPINESS OF W. WILLARD WIRTZ 


We live in a hum anitarian country in a hum an­ 
itarian age. 
It s a lot better than living in the 
days of Ivan the Terrible or even Louis the Four- 
teeth. 
But there is such a thing as crying too 
much tor [>oor, buffeted humanity, and the people 
w ith g xxi hearts may end by enslaving us ail. 
The height of som ething-oi-other in dangerous 
weepiness was reached the other day by Secretary 
of Labor VV. W illard W irtz in a speech before the 
annual convention of the Communications W orker* 
ol America in Kansas. 
It must be quoted in ex­ 
tension to be lully appreciated. Said Air. W irtz: 
"Don’t let this country get comfortable about 
a 4.6 per cent unemployment . . . There is only 
one answer as far as employment opportunities 
are concerned, and that is that every person in 
this country who is capable of doing a job is en­ 
titled to an opportunity to do that job " 
So far, so good. 
Nobody will quarrel with Mr. 
W irtz for his desire to match ability with oppor­ 
tunity. 
His own Departm ent of Labor might refer 
Secretary W irt/’s words to the AFL-CIO, which 
has opposed a government appropriation to finance 
a m ajor study of job vacancies in the United 
States. 
The A FL-CTO has taken the incredible 
position that if the government were to make a 
serious study of job opportunities in America it 
would tx* used by conservatives to argue against 
federal action to reduce unemployment. 
Unfortunately, Secretary Wirtz didn’t stop with 
his statem ent about job opportunities. 
He wont 
on to tell a little story about what happened to 
him on a plane to Chicago. 
"I was im pressed,”

Simple Test Disclo ses 
Spa smco philia Co nditio n 
BY WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 
Newspa per Enterprise Assn. 
Q—In a recent column on fainting you m en­ 
tioned a test for spasmophilia. My doctor has not 
heard of this test. Could you give more details? 
A—Sev era l 
rea ders have 
asked 
the 
same 
question. The test, which takes only about four 
m inutes, reveals spasmophilia or excessive irrita­ 
bility of the nerves that control the voluntary 
muscles. 
The doctor places a tourniquet on your arm 
and you take several deep breaths rapidly. This 
causes hyperventilation. If either a spasm of your 
facial muscles or a m uscular contraction of your 
hand 
on 
the 
side 
of 
the tourniquet 
occurs 
Involuntarily the test is positive. In this case 
treatm ent w ith calcium and vitamin D-2 should 
be beneficial. 
Q—I a m a 53-year-old housewife. My doctor 
says I have pernicious anemia. Is this a deficiency 
of the bone m arrow ? Can it be cured? 
A—In this disea se, which is rare in persons 
under 30, there is a deficiency both in the bone 
m arrow and in the acid-secreting glands of the 
stomach. The disease can be controlled rather 
than cured by taking vitamin 
B-2. Liver in the 
diet or injections of liver extract are also bene­ 
ficial but are not required if adequate doses of 
vitam in B-12 are taken. 
Q—My doctor is giving me Aldomet. W hat is 
for? 
A—Methyldopa (aldomet) is given to control 
high blood pressure. In the prescribed dosage it 
is safe in persons who do not have a history of 
hepatitis, jaundice or cirrhosis of the liver and 
who are not pregnant. 
Q— Fo r the pa st two years I have had a hiss­ 
ing or buzzing in my ears. I know this is quite 
common but these noises have a consistent pat­ 
tern; Two days of hissing with an interval of one 
day without any hissing. What could cause this? 
A—These no ises may be due to irritation of 
the auditory nerve or of the center for hearing in 
the brain. They are 
usually associated 
with 
hardening of the arteries in these regions. Why 
they sometimes occur in an interm ittent pattern 
is one of the m any things we still don’t know but 
I can assure you others have had the same exper­ 
ience. 
Q—W hat is the difference between pyelitis 
and myelitis? 
A— Py elitis is an infection of the kidney pel­ 
vis. It is characterized by pain and tenderness in 
the region of 
the 
involved kidney. There 
is 
usually lever and pus cells in tho urine. 
Myelitis is an inflammation of the bone m ar­ 
row iosteom yelitis• or of the spinal cord. Polio­ 
myelitis is an example of the second type.

For one thing, it is tending to 
make of them — with a few ex­ 
ceptions — a collection of face­ 
less men who must raise taxes 
again and again and then hope 
they will not be recognized on 
the street. 
For another, 
it is 
washing 
away some of the chief distin­ 
guishing partisan m arks between 
Republicans and Democrats hold­ 
ing executive office. 
W hat emerges from a parley 
of governors today is a widen­ 
ing concern, sometimes tinged 
with wisps of despair, over the 
bigness of everything — govern­ 
ment, the problems they m ust 
deal with, the money they m ust 
spend. 
IN THIS GENERAL MOOD, 
Republicans are losing their ex­ 
clusive franchise on the antibig 
government 
theme. 
Big-state 
Democratic governors are m ut­ 
tering into their M artinis about 
"federal 
encroachm ent” 
and 
wondering where it ends. 
They are growing weary of 
the 
endless 
cycle 
that 
never 
seems to produce anything but 
more of the same. They hunger 
for 
new 
break-throughs, 
for 
fresh marvels of social invention, 
but see none on the horizon. 
Ten years from now the gigan­ 
tic 
federal 
interstate 
highway 
system will be complete. But the 
governors know that even before 


it is finished they will have to 
lie moving fast on a tremendous 
new multibillion dollar highway 
program to keep up with choking 
tra ftic. 
Tile demands in education are 
already thoroughly forseen and 
well remarked. By 19 75 the Uni­ 
ter! States will have more than

people 
and 
the 
school burdens will be preposter­ 
ous by today’s standards—large 
as they are. 
AN 
ASTUTE STAFF 
MAN 
with

midwestern 
governor 
made a point that at once should 
encourage and frighten 
gover­ 
nors and everybody else below 
the federal level: The numbers 
of people are now so great, and 
th? problems so many, that big­ 
ness hereafter cannot be oper­ 
ated solely from W ashington. 
The enlargem ents and com­ 
plexities of government which lie 
ahead m ust of necessity place 
principal demand upon state and 
local authorities. No federal capi­ 
tal city could possibly cope with 
the need, except to provide broad 
guidelines. 
An aide to Dem ocratic Gov. 
Edmund G. (Pat) Brown of Cali­ 
fornia cited one small but stun­ 
ning example of w hat the prob­ 
lems of the 200-million popula­ 
tion era can mean. 
California 
today 
spends 
an 
astonishing $330 million a year 
just to get rid of wastes of all 
kinds—sewage, industrial waste, 
etc. By 19 9 0 is must spend $1 
billion for this purpose, a sum 
equal to one-fourth of the federal 
budget in the last year of H er­ 
bert Hoover’s regime. And Cali­ 
fornia is running out of land in 
which to bury such wastes. 
For 30 years many Republi­ 
cans have rallied against bigness 
in government as if it were a 
plot. To them and many Demo­ 
crats, it seems today less like 
a plot and more like a plague. 
But all the signs suggest it is a 
condition they may learn to con­ 
trol a little, but never cure.

To d a y in Na tio na l Affa irs 
Reg io na l Administra tio n 
Of U.S. Needs New Sy stem

W ASHINGTON 
— 
Adminis­ 
tratively speaking, not only is 
the present system oi govern­ 
m ent in the United States out­ 
moded but. f not completely re­ 
organized, 
it 
will 
grow 
even 
more clumsy and inadequate as 
population multiplies from dec­ 
ade to decade. 
Thus, the boys and girls who 
are 
ten years old today will 
when they are 55 years old. be 
living in a country populated by 
about 438 million people-m ore 
than twice as m any as today. 
When 
this 
w riter 
was 
l l 
years old, the population of the 
United States w as 75 million 
people. The sociological changes 
in the last half-century or more 
have placed on the Federal gov­ 
ernm ent a burden of adm inis­ 
tration that will continue to in­ 
crease. The net result m ay be 
to leave unfulfilled the w orthy 
objectives of the law’s known as 
"public w elfare” legislation. 
More centralization is bound 
to produce w aste and ineffici­ 
ency. 
Decentralization 
is 
the 
logical answer. The m ain reason 
why the system of 50 states with 
their numerous cities and coun­ 
ties, is not equal to the chal­ 
lenges of today is because the 
population increases ignore geo­ 
graphical lines. T here is, m ore­ 
over, no way to collect sufficient 
revenue in states which do not 
have the industrial capacity; or 
the 
income-producing 
facilities 
to raise the desired am ount of 
taxes. 
Although 
the 
50 
governors 
would be the last persons in the 
world to concede that the state 
system s 
are 
outmoded, 
they 
themselves — both 
Dem ocrats 
and Republicans—in their recent 
conference in Minneapolis, Minn., 
pointed to the complex problems 
arising as the Federal govern­ 
m ent 
moves 
into anti-poverty 
projects, mass transit, housing 
and educational programs. 
This is why there is a great 
deal of talk about Federal re­ 
funds 
to 
the states. 
In 
such 
fields as Medicare and education, 
for instance, the national gov­ 
ernm ent is already so deeply in­ 
volved 
that 
the 
states 
find 
themselves begging for Federal 
funds and are willing to accept 
a m easure of Federal control. 
This could mean expensive ad­ 
m inistrative 
processes 
because 
the 
m achinery would 
be 
too 
often 
duplicated. 
Hence, 
the 
trend has been somewhat in the 
direction of regional adm instra- 
tive procedures. This is especial­ 
ly to be noted in the education­ 
al field as well as in the Ap­ 
palachia program and other an­ 
ti-poverty or employment pro­ 
jects. 
The grant to the states of re­ 
funds 
of 
Federally 
collected 
revenue 
may be experimented 
with now, but it is not the solu­ 


tion. The real answ er may come 
through a system of regional 
governments by which the entire 
state 
and 
local 
structures 
of 
taxation would be reconstructed, 
reserving to the Federal govern­ 
ment certain fields, w ith specified 
categories left to the local gov­ 
ernm ents. 
For many years there have 
been at various tim es sugges­ 
tions 
made 
that 
the 
United 
States be divided into 12 re­ 
gional systems such as the Fed­ 
eral 
Reserve Board has been 
found useful in dealing with eco­ 
nomic and financial factors of 
the country as they relate to 
interest rates and banking. It 
m ight turn out that, once the 
advantages of regional adminis­ 
tration are recognized, the whole 
legislative and executive func­ 
tions of the national governm ent 
could be limited to allow wider 
latitude to the regional systems. 
A group of states could elect 
delegates to a regional legisla­ 
ture which w’ould be co-ordinated 
with 
the office of a regional 
governor elected by the same 
component states. 
Twelve regional governors and 
legislatures, for example, would 
take a big load off the shoulders 
of Congress and the President. 
This would point the way to ef­ 
fective adm inistration as well as 
to a more efficient use of tax 
funds. 
It may be that, under such 
a system, some regions would in­ 
clude 
only 
populous 
states, 
while other regions might em- 
| brace as m any as five or six 
j states, dependin'” on the num ­ 
ber of citizens in a given area. 
It wouldn’t be practicable, of 
course, 
simply 
to 
divide 
the 
country into regions based on 
population or geography alone, 
as there are certain resources 
and 
industrial 
fa to r' 
v 
i 
some regions possess that other 
regions do not. 
Reorganization of the whole 
Federal system could be tackled 
by a Constitutional convention. 
The method for calling such a 
body into session 
is provided 
in the Constitution itself. 
C ertainly the idea that one 
man in the W hite House and 
perhaps some day 1,000 or more 
members of Congress would be 
able to enact laws applicable 
only to certain sections of the 
country and to collect enough 
taxes for equitable distribution 
in a country of 300 to 500 mil­ 
lion people w ithout a much bet­ 
ter adm inistrative system seems 
an unrealistic concept. A new 
kind of Federal system with re­ 
gional units to supervise and as­ 
sist state and local governments 
in certain fields can surely do a 
better job than can be expected 
from Ute overburdened system 
of today.
